WILL BE UNVEILED AT SUMMER CONSUMER ELECTRONICS SHOW IN CHICAGO, JUNE 6-9 

Hot-Selling VIC 20, New Telecommunications Network, Commodore-64 
Will Share Spotlight in Commodore's All-New Show Booth, No. 2003 

VALLEY FORGE, PA, April 30, 1982 — Commodore Computer will unveil its 
exciting Commodore MAX Machine and its all-new show booth (No. 2003) at the 
Summer Consumer Electronics Show (CES) at Chicago's McCormick Place, June 6-9. 

Sharing the spotlight in the Commodore booth will be the VIC 20, the hot- 
selling home computer-game machine, along with Commodore's new user-oriented 
telecommunications information network. 

The Commodore Max Machine is a "three-in-one" home computer-game machine- 
music synthesizer available at about the price of an ordinary game machine 
(suggested retail price, $179-95). It's revolutionary three-dimensional-style 
color game graphics drew raves when it was shown in prototype at the Winter 
CES in Las Vegas under the code name "ULTIMAX". Now encased in an innovative 
21st Century-style housing, it will be sold with an array of arcade games, 
educational and musical programs, and easy-to-use peripherals that are certain 
to change consumers' old-fashioned video game-buying habits. 

Commodore's VIC 20 is setting sales records daily. The first full- 
featured color computer introduced and still available for under $300.00, the 
VIC 20 is being sold by leading retailers and computer dealer's. 

Several new games for the VIC 20 including GORF, Onega Race and Sargon II 
Chess, along with the Home Babysitter, Personal Finance and Visible Solar 
System cartridges, will be making their debut at CES. Also on view and 
available for the VIC 20 is a full range of games, educational and software 
programs and peripherals including the new low-cost ($109.95) VICMODEM.

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The VICMODEM is used by VIC 20 enthusiasts to telecommunicate with data 
base services such as The Source, CompuServe, Dow Jones News Retrieval Service 
and others. And now VIC users can access the exciting new Commodore 
Information Network, which will be demonstrated for the first time at CES. By 
using the VIC 20 and VICMODEM to access the network, VIC users will be able to 
obtain public domain prorams, games and information for a wide range of 
Commodore micros including the VIC. 

Also being unveiled at CES is the Commodore-64, which adds 64K computing 
power to the innovative three-dimensional-style color game graphics and music 
synthesis capabilities of the MAX Machine. The Commodore-64 has a suggested 
retail price of $595.00, and offers one-third more computing power than the 
APPLE II+* at less than one-half it's suggested retail price. 

Concurrent with the unveiling of the Commodore MAX Machine and the debut 
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of the Commodore Information Network and the Commodore-64 at CES, Commodore 
Business Machines will be forging frontiers on other microcomputer fronts as 
well. At the National Computer Conference in Houston, June 7-10, Commodore 
will introduce a new generation of educational and business microcomputers.
